the «matter of populatiun is becoming a de- 
termining factor in our destiny. Again, during 
the Napoleonic wars we were self-supporting 
By 1856 we could grow food enough for only 
24,000,000. To-day we can feed less than 
4,000,000 In short, the physical foundation of 
our strength and the only industry essential 
to a vountry are being sacrificed to an academic 
theory, which divorces economics from politics, 
But this is not, all. Our whole conception 
of our relations with our neighbours rests on a 
fallacy, the absolute and relative predominance 
of England. Our industries and commercial 
methods, banking and credit system, diplomacy 
and fiscal policy, naval and military disposi- 
tions, were all organised in the heyday of our 
greatness, and next to nothing has been done 
to adapt them to modern conditions, Of late 
it has begun to dawn on us that we have keea 
competitors where we once had none, and that 
a tremendous international conflict is possible. 
Bat we comfort ourselves with the thought 
that we shall rise to the occasion as we did in 
timed past, forgetting that we have thrown 
aside the means with contempt, The very. 
forces which are bound to bring on the crisis 
of the future will make \poney-making impos- 
| sible and destroy our credit. In the eighteenth 
‘centary the world was compelled to take our 
goods because we held what was practically a 
monopoly of manufactufing power. Therefore 
a rise in prices, though it entailed suffering, 
did not disturb the labour market. With foreign 
activity and our own passivity the unemployed 
has become such an ‘insoluble. problem in 
peace time that Ministers fear to put an 
\ infinitesimal tax on food for great national 
and Imperiul ends, What would happen in 
| war time? Our naval supremacy depends on 
our preeminence in’ engineering,’ electrical 
and allied industries, At the present mo- 
ment it may be doubted whether we could 
carry out a naval programme if we were cat 
oft from foreign sources of supply. This is = 
| question which should be raised in Parliament, 
since it marks the artificial and mechanical 
conditions brought about by following the 
lead of nature in a realm where the mind 
should be king 
Ic is no new thing.in history, Every great 
commercial Empire of which we have record 
arrived at the same stage of defenceless_opu- 
lence at which England is gradually arriving. 
But she alone of them has built up daughter 
States united by bonds of sentiment and 
interest to herself, and therein lies her salva- 
tion, As a nation she cannot hope ta keep her 
place among the mighty Empires which are 
growing up on every side of her, But as the 
head of a federation of free peuples she has 
a future before her larger than any of them, 
Being in a manntr detached, Colonials se@ the 
position moré clearly than Englishmen, and 
are better able to take measures “for its relief. 
But they have gone as far as they can without 
the cooperation of the Mother Country. 
She, for her part, is fearning in the school 
ofexperience. It is not so long ago since she 
lnaghed at Mr. Seddon for saying that some of 
the excess of our imports over exports were 
paid for incoin But the latest German Green 
Book proves that his sturdy common-sense had 
hit the mark During the past ten years there 
has been a drain of gold from this countey to 
Germany of £63,000,000—enough to pay for 
her navy twice over, And then we wonder that 
the Colonies will not make cash contributions 
to the British Navy. Unless we recognise that 
financial predominance is bound to follow

inanufacturing Supremacy, and devise a sys- 
tem to meet the need on an Imperial instead 
vf a national basis, wo must pass as other 
Empires have passed, To rely on sentient 
lone is to rely on a diminishing quantity, ax 
each part of Greater B itaid perceives that its 
tirst duty is to itself, Moreover, neither the 
Boers nor the French-Canadians can be expect- 
ed to understand loyalty as Britons understand 
it, and neither can the stream of emigrants from 
the United States and Europe, which is filling 
up the Dominion's waste spaces, Sentiment 
will always bea factor oversea, but it will 
gradually become less able to bear a strain, 
We are told that commercial bonds aro

It ulso becomes the more 
remarkable that these cotton mills established 
in 1899 in a Cotton, growing country, and 
placed under a, skilled English manager, have 
never paid a dividend, nor have they ever 
deen able to compete against the Lancashire 
mills.

MISS BELL ON SYRIA. 


Miss Gertrude Bell is to be congratulated 
on her admirable work on Syria Observant, 
coumgeous, gifted with an excellent knowledge 
of Arabic both colloquial and literary, she 
possesses all the qualities that go to make up 
the perfect traveller, and her success in pen- 
etrating to some of the least. known regions 
in Syria is unlikely to be rivalled by many of 
her sex. Few indeed are the pale traveller- 
who have seen the white fort beyond Jebel 
Druse +few have twice slipped past’ the prying 
Turkish Official and the vigilant and uninstruct- 
ed 
‘amr yok’ (I have no. orders) to the appeals of 
the traveller to let him pass, and pays little 
heed to official letters unless they come from 
some peculiarly highly placed personage who 
is ‘competent authority’ on the quéstion of 
European travellers ; refuses to A the privilege 
which is, declined -to B and discovers strange 
perils in apparently peaceful regions in order 
to deter‘explorets whose letter of recommenda- 
tion are signed by even greater personages 
than himself. 

‘The author of this ict book gtarted 
from Jerusalem crossed the Jnlan and made 
her way first to EsSalt and thence over the 
Belka steppe to the Hauran, where the Druses 
received her politely and hospitably as is their 
wont She was witness to the preparations 
for a great raid. against the Beni Sakhr 
Bedovin, an! after a dash over the Jebel Druse 
to Kasr el Abrad and-visits: to the numerous 
tuins which attest the former civilisation of 
Auranitis, made her way in safetyto Damascus 
by way of Brak, 

From Damascus she went. north to Baalbek 
and Homs, and after a short visit to the 
Nusniriyeh Hills. and the old fortress of Kalaat 
el'Husn (Husn el Akrad made her way to 
Aleppo, where Kiazim Pasha (pilloried by 
ib Bey Azoury in his Reveil de la Nation 
Arabe) impressed ber as unfavourably as he 
has impressed most Europeans who have had 
the pleasure of hearing “the young Vali” 
describe his own virtues aud abilities. Thence 
she travelled to Alexandretta taking on 
the way Kalb Lozeh, where she met an out 
lying colony of Druses, Salqin where she met 
the notorious Reshid Aga Kakhya Zadeh, 
Antisch aud the ruins of eleucia, 

The route which Miss Bell followed enabled 
her to visit many the most interesting sites 
in Syria and to study some its most fascinating 
races. ‘The antiqgurian after reading: the 
descriptions and admiring the really excellent 
photographs of the splendid Greek and Roman 
ruins that through the length aud breadth of 
Syria attest the amazing influence on the pre- 
Moslem Oriental of the. two great races of the 
ancient world, will complain of the prominence 
given to conversations with sheikhs and valis, 
pea-ants and poets ; the student of thy Syria 
of to-day will Tong for more of these conver- 
sations, will perhaps who knows—complain 
that the aathor offers no solution of the Syrian 
question, can give no hint as to. what will be 
the future of one of the fairest. lands of the 
near East. Perhaps their criticisms will be 
the best guarantee of the book’s value and 
interest : no work that the sane man can read 
will satisfy the specialist and no careful 
balancing of past and present comfort content 
the political expert who marks the future 
destinies of nations in his study. 

Recent news of fighting in the Hauran adds 
zest to the reader's enjoyment of Miss Bell's 
observations on the Druses aud tho strugyles 
with the Bedooin Here is a pas-age'that will 
appeal to most men who ate worthy of the 
name.

Miss Bell, as will be understood from the 
extracts given above is not only an Arabic 
scholar—and what that means home critics do 
not appear to’ realise—but an excellent trans- 
lator. Her knowledge of Arabic poetry served 
her well duting her journey, for the Syrian, 
Christian or Moslem,settled or nomad,is a lover 
of rhetoric arid poetry, often a scholar, some- 
times aa agute aud subtle critic. At Damascus 
she enjoyed numerous opportunities of meeting 
men of distinction and intelligence of whom 
Cook's tourists know not: Mir Shekib el Arslan 
of the gréat Druse house of the Lebanon, 
Mohammed Pasha Jerudi, Amir Abdallah, son 
of the great Abdel Kadir and his brother the 
Antir Omar, Sheikh Hassan Nakshibendi—but 
a longer list would be reminiscent of a descrip- 
tion ofa garden party—are all described. Nor 
was Miss Bell less fortunate in her friends 
at Hama, Homs and Aleppo ‘I vow’ she writes 
‘there is nothing so warms the heart as to find 
yourself admitted into the secret circle of 
Oriental benevolence—and few things so rare.” 

We need not say that political discussions 
with. members of every race and faith balk 
lurgely—though not inordinately in Miss Bell's 
work. The Druse Sheikhs of Kanawat asked 
whether in the event of their oppression by 
the Turks they would be allowed to take refi ge 
with Lord Cromer in Egypt, and though thpy 
recoiled frum thé alarming’ prospect of settling 
iu a land without mountains, the moral that 
the oppressed all over Syria long to be under 
the rale that has given wealth to Egypt iv 
plain enough, 

For one thing we are grateful: the Press, 
daily, monthly or quarterly teems with sug 
gestions fitr/the settlement of the Armenian 
and Macedonian questions, while the shelves of 
public libraries groan under the weight andovery 
near abundance of solutions of Eastern political 
riddle that has ever perplexed a diplomatist 
Miss Bell has not added to their number: 
she boldly states that as far as the Syrian 
question goes she can see no solution, no more 
than could most of the Syrians with whom 
she talked of politics and history: but instead 
ofa treatise on Turkish misrule or on the 
sublimity of the Porte we have a really good 
book of travel, with enough history and anti- 
quarianism to interest the student and enough 
incident and liveliness of criticism to attract 
the most érigeant of readers Finally we have 
nothing, but praise for Miss Bell's style : we 
reser¥e this praise to the ‘end on the ground 
that a preliminary commendation of an anthor’s 
manner is top fréquently an intimation that his
